Fire calls May proved quite busy, with our Station receiving 22 calls - 2 house 
fires; 4 road traffic accidents: 2 barn fires: 6 calls to Goodhead Press at 
Bicester where a large paper storage warehouse was destroyed by fire (which 
continued for 9 days); 2 false alarms on automatic systems; 2 false alarms with 
good intent; and 3 calls to stand by at other fire stations.

Telethon88 Appeal At approximately 11 am on Monday 30 May a crew from 
Deddington Fire Station proceeded by fire engine to The Daedings, where we 
kidnapped our Divisional Commander Mr M Green. He was then taken to the Fire 
Station and held there. The Brigade Control Room were informed and they 
informed the Chief Fire Officer and all Fire Stations in A Division that D.0. 
Green was being held at Station A8 Deddington and thet he would not be released 
until all the Stations and any other officers who thought he was worth it had 
pledged a donation to the Telethon Appeal. Of course, his wife also had to 
contribute to the fund for his safe return. I am not sure whether she wanted 
him back or not, becausc she was a bit hesitant about paying but upon arriving 
at the Fire Station and seeing her husband's plight, she paid up. By Saturday 
4 June £325 had been pledged, with more to come, so it was a worthwhile exercise. 
Our grateful thanks go to our Divisional Commander for his cooperation. When we 
knocked at his door he was taken completely unawares and had no idea what we were 
there for . Many thanks Sir!

In May's Deddington News, under Deddington Parish Council, is the item 'Castle 
Grounds', JI think it is quite wrong for the Parish Council to consider going 


ahead with car parking prior to receiving clearance from Inglish Heritage and 
ascertaining who owns the access road. 


Furthermore, I object to car parking being put there anyway. The car parking is 
for a local company and the football clubs, but bearing in mind Deddington 
Football Club may well move to the new Windmill sports field in due course, then 
the car park becomes fully for the local commny and its football team. It so 
happens the owner of this company is also a parish councillor. - 


"Castle Grounds' is an area of considerable natural beauty and the entrence is 
part of this. There are numerous established saplings that would have to be cut 
down, and the car park could not compete in attractiveness with the natural 
environment. Children use the area and so possible danger to them has to be 
consicered. Finally, access to the winding main road is far from satisfactory. 


To answer your editorial comment, I do not think the villagers have been 
properly consulted and I hope many will write to you stating their objections.

I was very surprised to read the decision taken by the Parish Council to 
proceed with the construction of a car park in Deddington Castle Grounds,

» the ownership of the land is still unresolved 

» the approval of Inglish Heritage has not been received 

- the car park, which is to be used every weekday by employces of Soler 
Designs is a change of use and requires Planning permission 

.- the daily increase of vehicles using the junction with the B4031 will 
require Highwary approval 

» young trees which will need to be felled are now protected under the 
Conservation Order and six weeks! notice of felling will be needed. 


I hope the Parish Council will reconsider their decision and question the need 
for this car park. It would seem that the daily users will not be visitors to 
the grounds but employces of Solar Designs. The questions of safety and control 
have already been raised in letters to the Parish Council.

JAZZ AT THE DUKE 


At their best, pubs should be like old Harris tweed jackets, comfortable and 
reassuring to the ego. We all have our favourite tipple too and, for me, of 
prime importance is whet comes out of the beer engine. We are furtunate in 
having two fine local ales, which, if well kept and served, can be nectar. 

Chuck in a jazz band, end people who come both for the beer and the music, and 
you have the classic ingredients. And so it was recently, at the Duke in 
Clifton. It was good to see a pub crammed with happy people who clearly enjoyed 
themselves. The common round can be both tedious and exacting and we all need 
to get outside it once in a while. 


The tweed jacket simile also extends to jazz. Musical satisfaction is a highly 
personel affair. Big band swing of the '30s and '40s was my bag but listen 
sometime if you can to Iouis Armstrong and The Hot Five and Hot Seven of the £ 
late '20s for near perfection. The Duke gave us a standard line-up of elarine F 
trumpet, trombone and a good driving rhythm section of keyboard, bass guitars 
drums and banjo. Not quite New Orleans, but almost. Now Jazzmen need spare 
pints or the threat of starvation to perform well and the outfit was a little 
uptight at kick off. Like a good port, however, they matured with age. 
Technique may have been lacking at times, but enthusiasm certainly WaSt Ts The 
audience found it infectious and so did I, Thank you lads end Duke. let's 
have some more sessions. Right lads, in F, from the top, Riverboat __ Shuffle, 
one-two and let it Trip e.cce.

150 YHARS AGO 
Extract from the Rev Cotton Risley's Deddington Diary, 26 June 1838 


THE WAY THEY 


"The day of her most gracious Majesty's Coronation, Queen Victoria ist. I was 
up before 6 o'clock, the day was ushered in with ringing of bells, and the 
‘erection of appropriate flags and banners in divers parts of B. Pritchett's 
field where the Coronation Dinner was to take place. At twelve o'clock Susan 
and myself entertained the children, upwards of 1€5, nearer 200, with roast and 
boiled beef and plum pudding in the infants school adjoining the Vicarage, the 
room being decorated with evergreens and proper devices, V.R. in letters of 
laurel were conspicious at the upper end of it. That being over a procession 
was formed of all’ the respectable inhabitants (with three exceptions only) in 
the market square, withband preccded and flags, etc. Proceeded at 3 o'clock 
or soon after upwards to the scene of entertainment, Mr Pritchett's close 
opposite our house, when considerably more than 600 poor with their familics 
were regaled with roast or boiled beef and plum pudding with a quart of ale to 
each person with pipes ana tobacco. A variety of festive svorts with dencing 
followed, and the evening ended with an exhibition of fireworks. Afterwards all 
the weanectanis inhabitents flocked to the infants schoal, which had been duly 
decorated and prepared for the occasion, to enjoy the social and enlivening 
dance which continued till 5 o'clock. Susaan and I and Anne Harwood went to the 
Ball at 11 o'clock and remained till half past one. Nothing could have passed 
off more harmoniously or pleasantly or more satisfactorily to the feelings of 
all engaged in the festivities of the day than did the dinner and the amusements 
and sports which took piece afterwards. The children did not. stir out beyond 
our own premises, the scene of the rejoicing and the Vicarage. On proposing the 
Queen's health, I addrcessec to the assembled multitude ‘some I think not 
ineppropriate, observations ~ and also after the toast had been drunk. The day 
was most propitious, tie weather heving cleared up as it were on purpose and 
became warmand fine.'
